fessor of Ecclesiastical History at the Semi- 
nary, in the presence of the doctor’s son and 
the janitor of the building. He introduced 
his second wife to Mr. and Mrs. Sparr as 
his legitimate spouse, and for a time 
they boarded at Mrs. Sparr’s house.

A Scorching Report from the Secret Twelve 
—A “Ring” in Existence—Blank Resigna~ 


tions of Police Commissioners Given and 
Made Use of—Startling Revelations of Cor- 


ruption. 


This afternoon the July Grand Jury made 
a final report of the business done during the 
present term to Judge Van Wagoner in the 
Criminal Court. The jury entered on its 
duties on the 17th, and was composed of the 
following gentlemen: 

Eathan A. Hiicheock,foreman ; Ewing Hill, 
Amadee V. Reyburn, Ellis Wainwright, 
Charles Taussig, James D, Thompson, Jno. 
S. Hood, Vavid Naylor, E. H. Benoist, Gus. 
Sessinghaus, H. B. Alexanderand J. H. Jo- 
hanning. The major portion of the session 
was devoted to the investigation of the ru- 
mored corruptionfin the police department. 
It was not expected that the 
jury would report until to-morrow, 
but during a small official wrangle 
the interested parties took opportunity to 
put knowing wituesses out of the reach of 
the jury’s processes. This made it useless 
to remain in session until to-morrow. Among 
the witnesses subpcenaed were Daniel Ker- 
win, Alexander Kinkead, Chief Campbell, 
John H. Maxon, Revs. Drs. Vincel, Lewis 
and Taylor, and John Kimpel. Several par- 
ties narrowly escaped indictment, but in the 
trial of the one man who was indicted the 
public will get an idea of the proporiions of 
the ring. The report was as follows:

A BLOWN-UP BOILER. 


Three-Ton Pieces Tosscd Up Forty Feet 
—Several Persons Killed. 

ALBANY, N. Y.. September 23.—Early this 
morning the boiler of the Steamer J, S. Rob- 
inson, which lay at the foot of Westerloo 
street, exploded with frightful force, in- 
stantly killing Capt. Geo. S. Warner and 
fireman Wm, Cleary, and seriously injuring 
Fred Forstar, the engineer, who was blown 
into the water and 

NARROWLY ESCAPED DROWNING, 

and Willard Durand ard Melville Ryan, 
deckhands. Richard Vanzandt, son of Capt. 
Vanzandt, of the tug Cora, from New Baiti- 
more, lying alongside the Robinson, was also 
injured. Capt. Robinson, of the Hattie M, 
Beil, was blown from his pilet-house on to 
the wharf and was severely injured. The 
Bell, which lay ai the stern of the Rovinson, 
was damaged $1,000. The Cora, alongside, 
was a total wreck, and the C. P. Grout, lying 
ahead'‘of the Robinson, had her joiner work 
carried away and machinery damaged. .The 
Robinson sank immediately, carrying with 
it the body of Cleary, the fireman.

Another 
section weighing near!y a ton crushed in the 
roof of the coal! barge 8. W. Downing, and 
still another section was buried into the rear 
of the grazing cabin of the coal boat Apollo, 
tearing away its roof before it fellinto the 
river. Buildings were shaken, windows 
shattered, and general consternation fre- 
vailed in the vicinity. The exploded boiler 
was built by Robert Livingston of this city, 
in 1882. 

LATE DETAILS. 

Van Zandt’s son was killed. The total 
losses cannot yet be ascertained, The ex 
plosion was prebably caused by the negli 
rence of the engineer in allowing the water 
n the boiler to get too low. Capt. Me 
Andrew, of the canal boat Apollo 
in the rear of the Robinson, and bis wife 
had a narrow escape.

THE BRAVE NEGROES, 


They Fought for Their Freedom — 
Slaughtered by White Union Men, 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YORK, September 28.—A lecture on 
‘Negroes’ Bravery,”’ was delivered at the 
Bethel African Methodist Episcopal Church, 
No. 218 Sullivan street, last evening, by 
Lieutenaut Howard L. Smith (colored), asso- 
ciate editor of the Boston Star. After dwell- 
ing upon the manner of the first introduc- 
tion of the negro into America, he gave a 
historical sketch of the negro during the 
revolutionary war, and eulogized the negra 
for defending the Union during the late war. 
Lieutenant Smith said: ‘‘There is one im- 
portant fact that I would like to impress up- 
on your minds, which is known to but few. 
During the great charge at Fort Wagner, 
two-thirds of the colored men that were 
slaughtered met their faie at the hands of 
the Sixty-ninth regiment, which fought for 
the Union, and nearly one-half of those who 
fought for the Union during the whole re- 
bellion were slaughtered by Union soidiers, 
who rushed wiidiy upon them.” Mr. Smith 
said that the Repubiicans did nothing to- 
wards freeing the negro, for he fought brave- 
ly for his own freedom. He paida glowing 
tribute to the Fitty-fourth Massachusetts 
eolored regiment, and at the conclusion of 
his address was loudly appiauded,

A JUDICIAL COUP D’ETAT. 

In the United States Circuit Court at San 
Francisco last week Judge Fieitp disposed 
of eighty-five railroad tax cases by deciding 
that the Constitution of California is un- 
constitutional, and that any State law is in 
conflict with the X1Vth Amendment, and 
therefore void, if it taxes the property of 
quasi-public corporations otherwise than as 
the property of natural persons is taxed. 

The Central Pacific and its branches | re- 
ceived six or eight millions of subsidy from 
the people of California besides what it 
got from the Federal Government. It holds 
12,000,000 acres of California land in its 
“dead hand” free from State taxation, ” Its 
net earnings are $10,000,000a year and it 
values its property at $50,000,000 over and 
above all liabilities. Yet it evaded State 
taxes by means of mortgages to non-resi- 
dents until a new State Constitution, in order 
to subject this property to reasonable taxa- 
tion in spite of evasive and fradulent 
mortgages, provided that mortgages should 
not be deducted from the assessed value of 
property belonging to quasi-public corpora- 
tions as is permitted in the case of other 
property. The railroad still refused to pay 
taxes onan assessment of $15,000,000—less 
thanathird of its net valuation and only 
equal to its net earnings in eighteen months. 
A novel and queer interpretation of the 
XIVth Amendment was invented to nullify 
the sovereignty of California and enable 
railroads to escape taxation altogether. 
Judge FIELD surpassed all his former ef- 
forts in behalf of unbridled menopuly and 
decided that the constitution of California 
denied to citizens “the equal protection of 
the laws’”’” when it provided for such dis- 
crimination in taxation, and that the XI1Vth 
Amendment deprives any State of such 
power. 

Now that section of the amendment to. 
which he gives this crooked and wholly 
irrelevant application, carries its purpose 
plainly and specifically on its face. It for- 
bade discriminations between natural per- 
sons, white or colored. It had no reference 
to anything else. It means that there shall 
be no discrimination as to owners in the tax- 
ation of property, but it dves not forbid dis- 
crimination as to use. It does not forbid 
discrimination between one kind of business 
and another or one kind of property and 
another. Every State in the union, every 
government on earth, national and munici- 
pal, must necessarily exercise such discrimi- 
nation in levying taxes, and when the Su- 
preme Court ratifies Justice FizLp’s decision 
it annuls the tax laws of every State and 
city. Itannuils all discriminations against 
mortmain property or that of non-resident 
land speculators. It annuls license laws and 
special tax laws of all sorts. It especially 
annuls the law of Pennsylvania taxing 
the gross receipts of railroads while the 
gross receipts of other kinds of: business go 
untaxed. & 

In short, if the Supreme Court can be in- 
duced to ratify this decision, the monopolists 
will have achieved a coup d’ etat more revo- 
lutionary and startling than that by which 
Louis NAPOLEON substituted the Second 
Empire for the French Republic.

SENATOR VEST. 


An Interesting Talk About His Travels 
Through the Northwest. 

Senator Vest reached thecity last night 
and registered at the Southern. He is look- 
ing remarkably. well, and cheerfully re- 
sponded to the inquiries of a Post-DisParca 
reporter, with the proviso in advance that he 
would not talk politics. 

“I have not seen a Missouri paper for two 
months,” said he, ‘except a copy of the Mis- 
souri Statesman, which Col. Switzler 
sent me, eontaining his Prohibition speech 
at Warrensburg, and that reached me at 
Camp Lincoln on the Continental Divide, 
9,600 feet above the ocean. I read the 
speech with great interest, especially as the 
surroundings suite! the subject, the ice and 
snow being al! around.’’ 

“You had a long trip?” 


“Yes. Lhave traveled 6,000 miles since I 
left here, two months ago; 350 by horseback, 
700 by wagon, and the ba:ance by rail. . The 
trip through from Green River on the Unien 
Pacific, to Livingston on the 
North Pacific, was very delightful,. Gen. 
Sheridan has had great experience in Western 
life, and his outfit is the best, 1 suppose, in 
the worid, for such a trip, ll our baggage 
and camp equipment was transported on 
pack mules, and in the wiole inarch of 330 
miles there was nota single accident. We 
crossed the Wind, Snake, Gros Veutres and 

fetonvanges, and in wany places a singie 
mistep would have sent borse and rider 
— hundreds of feet to a fearful death. 

“OL course you had fi - 
ing?” y d fine hupting and fish 

“Yes. I didn’t hunt any, but the regular 
hunters brought in plenty of elk, antelope 
and deer. My time was devoted to fishing, 
and I caught a great many. If any gentie- 
man thiuky however, that he can go into the 
Rocky Mouniains and sit on a rock, 

WITH AN UMBRELLA OVER HIM, 
and Caich trout with a red rag, ora piece of 
bacon, he is slightly mistaken. The trout 
are abundant in many of the streams, espe- 
cially in Suake River, but it requires work 
to catch them, and plenty of it.” 

“Ww hat was your largest catch ?” 

ell, on one afternoon, the President and 
myself caught over a hundred pounds, and | 
caught the largest fix takep on the trip, a 
White trout weighing 34 pdunds. There are 
two Varieties of trout iu the mountains, the 
yellow and white trout; the furmer are very 
slucgish and afford jittle sport, but the latter 
are the gamiest fish I have ever seen. 
took me nearly three-quarters of an hour to 
land this one, and be fought to the last.” 

“How did yuu find matters in the Park?” 

“You meanas tothe Rufus Hateh Com- 
pany? Well, not as Cougress intended them, 
but I prefer not to discuss that now. I sup- 
pose the next Congress wil! investigate the 
condition of the Park, and I shall then have 
something to say.” 

“Where did you go, Senator, after leaving 
the President’s party ?? 

“Il went with Mr. Magennis, Delegate from 
Montana, to visit the Indians in that ‘Territo- 
ry. We visited the Flat Heads, Pen D’Oreilles, 
Koutnai, Piegans, Blackfeet, Mountain 
Crows and Assinnobwines. The Assinno- 
boines are only twenty-eight miles from the 

BRITISH POSSESSIONS, 
and we passed over the iine, going 125 miles 
through the buffalo country and struck the 
Canadian Pacitie Raiirvad at Maple Creek, 
We then came on that and the Manitoba 
road to Winnipeg, and then to St. Paul and 
Chicago. 

_“W hat is the general condition of the In- 
dians?’’ 

“Bad enough. The game 1s gone, and they 
must work or starve. ibe men consider 
work degrading to warriors, aud fit only for 
squaws, and they wou’t allow their children 
to learn how to work. ‘Therations issued by 
the Government are insufficient, and the In- 
dians eat up in one day whatis intended for 
seven. It’s aterrible problem, what to do 
with these people, aud worthy the best 
thought of the egal 

ontana?”’ 


*lHiow did you like 
The people are ener- 


*Very mucu indeed. 
etic, prosperous, and anvuble race of men. 
There area great many Missourians there, 
and 1 was rece:ved everywhere with open 

arms. If lever leave Missouri4 shall go to 
Montana. Helena, Montana, and Fort Ben- 
ton are thriving, pushing cities, and have 
great promise for the future. I did 
not visit, Butte City, the great mining 
center, and was very sorry my time would 
not permit. Of the cattle interest in Mon- 
tana I saw agreat deal, and | was astonished 
to find their common cattle as good as any 
in the States. I visited their State Fair, and 
saw horses equal to any we see at our Fair 
here, whilst their vegetables, especially 
tatoes, turnips and cabbage were wondertul.

A ROMANOKE OF LIMA, 


Revenge of a Disappointed Lover—A : 
Home Destroyed. 


Lima Corréspondent of the N. Y. Herald. 


A most romautic story, and a true one, is 
now altractiig the attention of society in 
Lima. In August, 1868, an attempt was made 
on the life of Miss Carmen Vidaurre, the 
daughter of Don Melchor Vidaurre, an as- 
suciate judge of the Supreme Court of Peru, 
by an Ecuadorian servant in the employ of 
her father. Miss Viiaurre, acknowiled.sed to 
be one of the reigning beiles of Lima—and 
in the inatter of beauty litile more could be 
said—was noted for her retiring and modest 
character. Don Ricardo O:tiz de Zevallos, 
son of a former Miuister of Peru to France, 
and whe had just returned from Paris, per- 
fectly educated, skilled in urawing-room and 
Cabinet diplomacy, feli in love with her 
Phe tender sentiment was reciprocated, but 
for some reason the father of the lady 
frowned on the course of true love. 

An Ecuadorian of good fawily, recently 
arrived in the city, became hopeiessiy iniat- 
uated with the lady in question. Despairing 
of an opporiunity to declare his passiou 
openly, for the reason that it was well known 
that her affections were engaged, tiie auvent- 
urous lover adupted the stazey expedient of 
entering the service of her father in the 
solewbat invudesi character of abutier. In- 
Stalled in his new vosition this individual, 
Whose name must not appear, for reasons to 
be given hereafier, by a series of rid.cuious 
vosturings aud more avsurd silent declara- 
lions, rendered himself so objectiouable as 
to Cail forth a request from the daughter to 
her iather to disiwiss the intrusive servant. 
lhe Judge was slow to accede tu the request 
of his daughter, and at iast the servant act- 
ually dared tu make a declaration to Miss 
Vidaurre, threaieuing her with vengeance if 
any revelation of bis auuacity was made to 
her father. ‘nere was no hesitancy, how- 
ever. ou her part. She toid her faiher, and 
he summariiy dismissed the Ecuadorian. 

STABBED TWELVE TIMES. 

It was ouly two or three days after the 
dismissal of the aspiring servant when Miss 
Vidaurre had occasivun tu leave ber bouse on 
a& shopping errand. The young lady was 
reaching her house accompanied by an old 
uurse when suddenly the discharged butier 
threw himself upun her, knite in hand, 
puiled her to the ground, and in a mument 
had dashed his cowardiy weapon into her 
breast, hoping to lake trom otuers the prize 
| I'welve or thirteen times the 
fainting girl ,was struck by her assailant. 
The nurse shrieked and impiored for assist- 
ance, but the street Was dark, and people 
were quietiv at hume aiter the labur of the 
day. coteg nn the stropg corset used by 
the victim, bound with ribs of steel, caused 
tue knile to glance aside, aud thus ali fatal 
wounds were avoided, aith ugh several 
severe flesh injuries were intlicied and tie 
young lady, uow senseless, was covered 
with blued and prone on tie sidewaik. I'he 
murderer thought that his ghastiy work was 
accomplished. He turned away quietly, 
still Keeping the knife, aud waiked up the 
street; but there was no escape. The cries 
of the nurse had attracted assistance. He 
was captured, tried and sentenced to tifteen 
years’ penal servitude, which is now nearly 
ended, 

FORCED FROM THEIR HOME. 

Prostrated, naturaily, more by the nery- 
ous shock received than by her physical in- 
juries, the young tady remaiued long an in- 
valid. Herevery wish had tu be obeyed, and 
she was finally united to young Zevallus, who 
for so long had been denied her dvor, But 
now the fifteen years of captivity are nearly 
concluded ior the criminal. Next month (Oc- 
teber) his term of imprisonment will be over 
and he is to be let loose on the community to 
resume his love-making in such a savage 
fashion. Rumors, and well founded, have 
been current fur a year gone by that this man 
has vowed vengeance vu his quondam love; 
that her jife must atone for his sufferings in 
the jail, and that her death and that of 
her tnusband at his hauds would be a 
fit sequel to the attempted tragedy. The 
character of the culprit is well kuuwo—des- 
p rate, case hardened and struek in that 
soft point of Suuth Americans—their self- 
es and esteem. He cares ‘not what may 

iall him so that his end may be accom- 
plished. Mrs. Zevallos, nee Vidaurre, can- 
not sieep. Her mind is becoming disor- 
dered ; she fears poison even in her morning 
cup cf coffee; at dinner she insists upon the 
fo.d being examined; and, to crown al, her 
state of health, so afflicted by terror, has be- 
cme so perilous that her husband has found 
himself obliged to close his tucrative and 

rowing law practice—he being one of the 
oremost advocates of the capital—sell his 
huvuse and movable pruperty, and by this 
steamer he carries his affrighted wife to 
Paris, where they will be obliged to remain 
until death or Kismet removes this obstacie 
from the path of their happiness.

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CHARMS AND SPELLS. | 
Medical Superstitions Which Peo- 
- ple Believe In, 


Witchcraft and Necromancy, Talismans and 
Fetiches Illustrating the Credulity of Man= 
kind. 


_—— 


The efficiency of charms has always been 
in proportion to the ignorance and conse- 
quent superstition of the age in which they 
have been used, and, through the combined 
influences of fear and imagination on the 
animal economy, some seemingly wonderful 
cures have been effected. It must be within 
the observation of every one that the confi- 
dence reposed in the physician greatly tends 
to the refief of the patient, even among the 
most intelligent people. This confidence, 
pushed a little further, becomes credulity, 
and’ man becomes a despicable animal sub- 
ject to quacks in medicine, religion, or poli- 
tics. 

THE FIRST RENOWNED QUACK 
in history was Paracelsus, who vaunted a 
medical panacea called the ‘Tincture of 
Life,” a liquid that would make man immor- 
tal, yet he died at the age of 48 years. Fora 
long time medicine, chemistry,.alchemy and 
astrology were inextricably confused. Tal- 
ismans, or the doctrine of signatures, 
took their origin from the belief that 
the medicinal value of substances 
resided in their external _ surfaces, 
and that these virtues were impressed upon 
them by planetary influence. The color of 
substances was also believed to be connected 
with their properties. Thus red flowers 
were given for diseases of the biood—yellow 
ones for disorders of the biliary secretion.. 
In small-pox red bed-coverings were used 
with the design of bringing the pustules to 
the surface of the body. Hippocrates and 
Galen held a knowledge of astrqnomy to be 
essential to physicians. The latter declares 
ail who are ignorant of it to be no better 
than homicides. In later daysthe different 
parts of the body were supposed to be un- 
der the direction of particular saints whose 
interposition was invoked when necessary. 
_ TALISMANS 

are certain Cabalistical characters engraved 
or written on any substance; they differ 
from amulets from the fact that they may 
be deposited in any place, or carried about 
the person without losing their efficacy, 
whereas an amulet must be constantly worn 
oF the individual. Some of the ancient 
philosophers were of the opinion that odd 
nambers were of great value in medicine, 
and even at this present day one of the most 
prominent physicians in St. Louis never pre- 
scribes an even number of pills 
or powders for his patients. The 
well known word Abracadabra was 
esteemed as @& magical charm against 
disease either written, or, according to Juli- 
us Africanus, pronounced several times. The 
powder of toad was worn about the neck as 
a preservative against the plague. Pope Ad- 
rian is reported to have never been without 
it. The ingredients in his amulet were 
dried toad, arsenic tormentil, pearl, coral, 
hyacinth, emerald and tragacanth. 

In England, a short time ago, after the in- 
quest heid upon the body of a drowned man, 
a woman applied to the coroner for permis- 
sion to draw the hand of her son, a 
boy: of 8 or 9 .years of — age, 
nine times across the dead man’s 
throat, in order to remove a wen from 
the boy’s neck. This was actually done in 
another instance with fatal resuits, for the 
man had died of typhus fever, which was in 
this way communicated to several persons. 
A ring made of the hinge of a coffin anda 
rusty old sword hung by the bedside are 
charms against the cramp. Headache is re- 
moved by binding round the head the halter 
that has hung a criminal, and also by a snuff 
made from moss that has grown on a human 
skull in a graveyard. A dead man’s hand, 
and especially the hand of a. man 
who has been cut down while hang- 
ing, dispels tumors. Warts may be 
removed by rubbing them with a bit of 
stolen beef; tne chips of a gallows, worn in 
little bag around the neck, will cure the 
ague, and a stone with a little hole in it, tied 
at the head of a bed, will prevent nightmare. 
A ring maae out of a piece of siiver collected 
at the communion is a cure for fits and con- 
vulsions of every kind, especially if collected 
on Easter Sunday. 

ANOTHER REMEDY 

is a ring made of three nails or screws that 
have been used to tasten a coffin, and that 
have been dug out of a graveyard. Fits 
may also be_ cured, according to the 
Gentleman’s Magazine for 1794, by 
wearing a ring made of* five six- 

neces, collected from _ five different 

achelors. to be conveyed @y the hand of a 
bachelor to a smith that is a bachelor. None 
of the persons who gave the sixpences are to 
know for what purpose or to whom they 
gave them. A sovereign remedy for tooih- 
ache is a nail driven into an oak tree. Wer- 
enfels says fevers may be driven away by 
paring the nails and tying the parings toa 
crayfish which is then thrown backward into 
the next river. Elias Ashmole, in his diary, 
1681, records: “I took early this morning a 
good dose of elixir, and hung three spiders 
around my neck, and drove my ague away. 
Deo Gratias!’’. 

Sir John Holt, Lord Chief Justice of the 
Court of King’s Bench, 1709, was when 
& young man somewhat wild. Stopping at 
an inn one day, he observed the landiady’s 
child shivering with the ague, and they told 
him she bad been suffering for over a year. 
He bade them be under io further concern, 
for the girl should never have another fit. 
He then wrote a few unintelligible words on 
a scrap of parchment, and, rolling it up, di- 
rected that it be bound upon the arm of the 
girl until a cure was effected. The ague re- 
turned no more. Many years elapsed. Holt 
advanced in his profession, and went a cir- 
cuit as judge, into the same county, where, 
among other prisoners, brought before 
him, was an old woman = charged 
with witchcraft. To support this 
accusation several witnesses swore that the 
prisoner had a charm with which she could 
either cure such cattle as were sick or de- 
stroy those that were well. The charin was 

roduced, and, upon examination, proved to 
be the identical piece of parchment given by 
Holt so many years before. Of course he 
explained matters to the jury and discharged 
the women. . ~

THE CREDULITY OF MANKIND 
‘more strongly than the general: belief in 
the cure of disease by the imposition 
of royal hands. The custom seems 
to have origivated in the reign of Edward 
‘the Confessor, although French historians 
claim the doubtful honor for,Ciovis the First. 
With few intermissions the ceremony was 
continued to the eightenth century. William 
the Third did not practice it, He exclaimed,

The car- 
penter was immediately relieved, but getting 
worse a short time after, it was ascertained 
that the axe had fallen from the nail and be- 
come uncovered. After it was replaced the 
man recovered.

MOUNTAIN RECLUSE. 


Old Davy, the Hermit of Santa Bar bara 
County. 
From the Santa Barbara Independent, September I. 


A hunting party from Santa Barbara, led 
by C. W. Clark of the Morris House, recent- 
ly made an extensive raid through the 
mountains in the direction of Kern Couuty, 
Some were after pleasure, others bear, and 
Clark after curiosities for his museum. Dur- 
ing their ramble tney came upon the home 
of old Davy Brown, whohasa coast-wide 
reputation as the hunter and pioneer of Cal- 
averas County in the early days of California. 
Old Davy Brown is known to hundreds of 
the “old-timers,” but his whereabouts has 
been a debatable question in most of the old 
mining camps of this State for some years 
past. He was always what he is now, a 
hunter, and he never could live in or toler- 
ate civilization or its attendant surround- 
ings. He was and isa California Daniel 
Buoone or “pathfinder,” who foves to live 
where nature is least disturbed. The Santa 
Barbara party was making its way through 
the mountains’ on horseback, with pack 
ponies bearing the camp equipage, steres, 
etc., when it suddenly discovered far down 
inaromantic valley, surrounded bya lux- 
uriant growth of oaks, a blue jet of smoke 
anda snow-white tent shining in the after- 
noon sunbeams. 

On reaching the tent it was found sur- 
rounded by all the evidences of a permanent 
settlement, a corral for horses, a well-culti- 
vated garden through which a plentiful 
stream of water was running, and a number 
of domestic animals, such as dogs, mules and 
horses, Were among the surroundings, An 
old man with snow-white hair and beard, 
aud attired in clothing indicating good taste 
and easy financial means, was found seated 
near the tent, cleaning a rifle.

Now, 
when Davy gets under the mule and Kfts, 
and cries “Tread lightly, Dicky,” the mule 
elevates itself upon the tip of its hoois th 
ease off the old man’s burden. Like most 
eccentric characters, Davy possesses a won- 
derful power over animais, His brood mares, 
of which he has quite a number in the neigh- 
boring valleys, are tame with him, but wild 
with strangers. One animal, which can only 
bé caught by the display ofa ciub gnd use 
of “‘cuss words,”’ is his favorite. His dog is 
a trick dog and very inteiligent. As before 
remarked, the old recluse has a garden, but 
he basa trout stream also, which fairly 
abounds in beautiful speckled fish, which 
the old man guards with a parent’s care. 

Among other things he has an old doe 
which he uses as a decoy for oiher deer. 
‘This animal, with its fawn, browses about 
in the vicinity of Davy’s tent and brings 
down many a tat buck to replenish the oid 
man’s larder. »He warns all passing hunters 
to shoot no does or fawus in that valley, and 
woe to the reckless sportsinan who kills 
Davy’s doe, Methodical in everything, this 
mountain hermit has a methodically ar- 
ranged garden. He cultivates a little of 
everything of a vegetable character, but has 
a specified amount of each and never raises 
more nor less, for, as he says, “‘to raise more 
would glut the market.” His garden con- 
tains 365 hills of potatoes, which, he says, 
average one pound to the hill, affordinga 
pound for each day in the year. He has fifty 
hills of corn, fifty onions of the largest and 
finest variety, fifty hilis of gumbo or okra, of 
which the old man is very fond, three to- 
mato vines, which live year after year and 
average thirty pounds to the vine, ten cab- 
bages and afew peppers. He has herbs of 
ali kinds, but no small fruits. During the 
past two years old Davy has been planting 
peach, apple and apricot trees in different 
localities in the mvuuntains and like old 
Johnny Appleseed in Ohio (now long since 
dead), expects to scatter fruit all over the 
neighboring valley.

Siberia has since hecome to the Russians—a 
distant and dreary region in which laborers 
were needed to wash gold, and from which 
escape was impossible. As Russia sends her 

litical convicts and criminals to Siberia, so 

vine used to send not only these ciasses, but 
also peseaare of war (captives, caitiffs) and 
purchased slaves. The number of taese un- 
fortunate exiles could scarcely have been 
less than 150,000, and so great was the mur- 
bality sau st them that to keep up this 
number it is probable that 100,000 new ex- 
iles were transported hither every year. 
That their lives might be rendered sufficient 
ly endurabie to insure their not voluntarily 
ending them, a certain proportion were 
dou btless allowed to be accompanied by their 
women, and perhaps in some instances chil- 
dren, as is now the case in Siberia; so that 
tw caiculate the whole number of unfortu- 
nates at 200,000,fand the annual recruits at 
130,000 to 140,000, is probably not far from 
the mark.

‘at the battle of Gettysburg, and on the first 
day of action, July 1, 1863, while General 
Wadsworth was forming his advance divis- 
ion, 4,000 strong, in order of battle, went 
forward to reconnoitre and, seeing that the 
enemy were in force ina grove just ahead, 
dismounted and was observing them when 
he was struck in the neck by a sharp-shoot- 
er’s bullet, and falling on his face was dead 
in a few minutes. He was born in Lancas- 
ter, Pa., in 1820; entered the army in 1546, 
fought in the Mexican war, and in nearly 
every important action in Virginia during the 
first two years of the Civil War, and 
finally returned to die in defense of 
his native State, and almost within sight of 
hishome. ‘The model was built tn the usual 
way, rods were placed in position and around 
them plaster mixed by the sculptor himself 
was moulded into form. The statue is twelve 
feet high and one and a haif !le size, and the 
pedestal will be ten feet high, a total height 
of twenty-two feet. it wili seo be cast in 
bronze, an operation which will occupy six 
months. The statue, as a whole, is among 
the best equestrian pieces produced in this 
country for many a day.

THE NORTHERN PACIFIC, 


Vice-President Oakes Gives a Reason 
Why its Stoek Declined. 
By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

New YorK, September 28.—President Vil- 
Jard, of the Northern Pacific Railroad, was 
called upon yesterday by a Post-DIsPATCH 
correspondent to ascertain his views as to 
the recent decline in the stocks of his road. 
Mr. Villard pleaded an overtaxing deluge of 
business as an excuse for refusing to be seen, 
and referred the correspondent to Mr. T. F. 
Oakes, the vice-president of the road. “‘l 
attribute the decline,”’ he said, ‘‘to the fol- 
lowing facts: After the road was completed 
persons who secured stock for speculative 
purposes thought that the highest price had 
been reached, and they became anxious to 
realize. A selling movement began with them 
and this movement was followed by one in 
the Exchange. Both were stimulated by false 
reports concerning the floating debt of the 
road, and consequentiy a panie neatiy re- 
suited.” “How does President Viilard feel 
about the deciine ?”’ 

“He regards it very much as I do, and 
feels confident that the general showing 
of the road will restore any confidence which 
may have been lost in its security. Ido not 
believe, however, that there has been any 
confidence jost by the bona fide stuck holders ; 
at least we are vet to hear of it. President 
Villard is in exceilent health, and regards 
the success of the road inevitable.
